Dr. B. K. Young will give n lecture 
cm Friday, the 21st of November »t 
I. IS p. m. in the MacdonaM Physics 
Building Dr. Voting; was formerly mi 
astronomer at the A atrophy steal 
Observatory at Victoria, B. C., where 
the groat 72 Inch reflector telescope is 
housed, and where so much valuable 
work has been done in roconl years on 
the investigation of the double star 
and on intrinsic luminosities. 

Dr. Young has himself participated 
in this work, and therefore he is well 
fittevj to deliver an address on the 
stibject which h« has chosen, namely 
"Making: Discoveries in Agronomy" 
with particular reference to the use of 
the spectroscope. 

The lecture is given undo.- the 
auspices of the Montreal Branch of 
the Royal Astronomical Society of 
Canada, but it is a joint meeting of 
three societies, the McGill Physical 
Society and the Sigma Xi also attend- 
ing. All interested are wtahod to at- 
tend. 

It is not general known thai the 
Sigma Xi is a society for the develop 
ment of scientific research in all 
branches. Originally the Sigma Xi 
was confined to the United States, 
and the first hranch of the parent 
society founded outside its original 
region was that forme-d at McGill 
University. It is possible tha l Mon- 
treal, as a city, no less than McGill 
as a university, may in the future, and 
it is hoped in the near future, arrive 
et a much higher status in the en 
couragement of scientific research 
which has in the past proved a great 
intelectual stimlus to mankind and 
has achieved beneficial results of a 
universal and far-reaching character

Ing in his own constituency of Wlnnl- 
p?;; South at the Fort Gurry H pud 
last evening. A Jew hecklers were to 
be heard at first but they were early 
silenced by the Incisive answers of 
the speaker. Dealing with the St. 
Lawrence Waterwayg Proposals. Mr. 
Olnssco stated the situation clca.rly 
from the Western standpoint. The 
advantages of deep-water route to the 
head of the lakes were shown and the 
Premier made Interesting com 
parlsons in rates. "The greatest pro- 
blem before the statesmen of Canada 
to-day," he said, "i 8 the enaction of 
legislation which will benefit not one 
3©otion o fthe country, but the 
Dominion as a whole.

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GRADUATION DEPENDENT ON LEARNING, PLUS — 

Ask any intelligent student on the campus why he came to 
■McGill and. puzzled, he will reply "To get a college education." 
He knows that in the long run he intends to become an engineer, a 
doctor, or perhaps a lawyer, but he realizes that the acquirements 
of mere professional learning will not fully satisfy him. He is an- 
xious to obtain the poise of mind and manner, the wider know- 
ledge of books and of men that university graduates seem to pos- 
sess. 

The average student is eager to progress in his own line, but 
he. is ambitious to share in undergraduate activities as well. How 
can he staisfy this last desire and yet maintain the standard in the 
studies necessary for his chosen career? It is generally conceded 
• that the best workers in class are those actively interested in other 
issues of college life. The pass-mark of McGill athletes is said to 
be considerably higher than that by undergraduates as a whole. 

But as Dean Mackay of the Faculty of Arts recently point- 
ed out, there can easily be too much attention paid to interests 
outside the class room. Many men, generally in their first year, 
seem ready to devote all their energy and most of their time to 
affairs around the campus. Obviously however, to discontinue 
all activities not directly connected with studies would be to de- 
velop a select company of bookworms. 

Might not some plan be devised by which an undergradu- 
ate could not receive his degree unless he possessed a certain 
definite number of "points" given for prominence in various cam- 
pus activities? And to avoid whole hearted interests in the ac- 
quirements ai points, would it not be possible to forbid a man 
to participate in any college interests foreign to the class room, 
unless he could show a certain standard in his studies? Somewhere 
in the United States an arrangement based on this idea is said to 
te proving successful. The obvious advantages to be gained by 
such a system would indicate that it at least merits consideration.

STUDENTS SELL BLOOD 
FOR $25 PER PINT 

KupplyiiiK human blond lor trans- 
fusion purposes has become a coin- 
■lion practice at the Harvard Medlc.il 
School, according to a recent article 
In the lluryarti Crimson. At leiml a 
hiiiiriroil stiidents at the Medical 
Bnh'iiul supply blond to various hos- 
pitals In Boston, defraying part of tliolr 
tuition expi-uir.OH in Hi'h inatt'iur. 

Twonlyrivo dollara a. pint la I ho 
sniabllnlitMl market prlro for human 
blood, which In Kiipnlmd by the hos- 
pitals to physicians and .surgoonn, who 
uae It to replenish the supply of 
lia.tk'ulii win. hâvu suffoiod operatlonn. 
The tlor.tor In charge at tin; I'otor 
Bom llrltthiim Hospital, of Boston, 
aays that l|„j average human being 
can iiafoly spare a. pint or the eight 
(|Uiirt» of blond in hilt iiyntem once In 
quiirin or blood hi Ills tiyntom once In 
six inonthn. Some men have been 
known to give .-in much as two quarts 
diii-liig Uiq mIx-iikiiiIIiii period, but the 
doctor did nut recommend the practice 
•to the average, person ellhur lis a 
mniili,, nf producing a regular Income 
<>r an an approved method of keeping 
.n the pink nf condition., 

"Giving blood In not painful," he 
"aid. "All that la done Is to stick a 
needle Into the donor's arm and pump 
out as much or tho fluid as Is needed, 
about a pint can bo taken with perfect 
safety, and a quart, has often been 
l-umovcd without 111 offocts; but if 
Hio turgor amount Is taken from somo 
pcrnon thoy tire easily and get short 
of breath. If they drink a Br oat deal 
of wator and ro.st completely for a 
day or so they will recover ontiroly." 

The doctor did not, however, advise 
any ono to take up "blood supplying" 
as a. Hie profession . "Donors must al. 
ways bo In perfect health, without tho 
slightest trace of a disease," tho 
mitlior states. "We exnmino a spoci- 
mon of blood of overy on c who wish 
to sell somo for transfusion, and If it 
is not perfectly satisfactory we refuse 
to permit them to supply any at all. 

"Even then. If a man's blood is clean 
w e cannot Inject It into the veins of 
patients promiscuously . The blood of 
different people varies greatly in its 
cnemical composition, and if the 
wrong kind or blood is put in a patient 
it !s likely to kill him Instantly, 
therefore, we must examine the blood 
of both dono.- and patient very care- 
fully to make sure that no such 
catastrophe could possible occur." 

When asked if person other than 
students ever were called upon to 
furnish blood, he replied that only 
nurses and medical students were 
accepted as donors. "You can im- 
agine." he said, "what a crowd of bums 
and tramps would offer their services 
If we advertised that we would buy 
blood at $50 a quart. Besides, the 
supply hero is sufficient to cover the 
demand."
